To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Dover  : 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Report  is  prepared  on  the  usual  lines  and  records  the  main 
features  of  the  Department’s  work  during  the  year  together  with  the  usual 
statistical  returns. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
36,070,  a decrease  of  10  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purpose  was  19.1  per  1,000 
of  the  population  compared  with  17.7  for  the  previous  year  and  18  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  death  rate  after  adjustment  was  10.5  per  1,000  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  national  rate  which  was  11.5. 

Infant  mortality  also  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national 
rate,  having  decreased  from  26  per  1,000  live  births  in  1964  to  16  for  the 
year  under  review.  The  number  of  still  births  however  remained  at  1 1 
which  is  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year  giving  a rate  of  17.2  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births  ; the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
15.7.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  only  notifiable  infectious  disease  reaching  epidemic  proportions 
was  Measles  most  cases  occurring  during  the  spring  and  early  summer. 
Otherwise  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low. 

Three  Clearance  areas  comprising  some  40  dwelling  houses  were 
represented  during  the  year,  a re-survey  having  necessitated  the  addition  of 
one  area  (Bushy  Ruff  Cottages)  in  advance  of  schedule. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  implementing  the  provisions  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  the  local  application  of  which 
is  detailed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  in  Section  “ C ” of 
the  Report. 

Home  Safety  publicity  measures  by  the  Borough  of  Dover  Safety 
Council  were  continued  throughout  the  year,  though  hospital  returns  of 
home  accidents  locally  indicated  in  some  degree  the  reverse  of  the 
national  trend. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  support,  also  the  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation 
and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.

EMPLOYMENT 

I greatly  appreciate  the  following  comments  by  Mr.  E.  W. 
Spence,  Manager  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Employment  Exchange 
at  Dover,  on  employment  in  Dover  and  district  during  1965. 

(The  statistics  relate  to  the  area  comprising  Dover  Borough, 
Dover  Rural  District,  and  the  parishes  of  Aylesham,  Eythorne  and 
Nonington.) 

The  improvement  in  the  general  employment  position  in  1964 
continued  throughout  1965,  and  the  numbers  in  employment 
attained  their  highest  since  statistics  have  been  maintained.  The 
estimated  totals  in  mid -June  were  : — 

Men — 13,119  : Women — 5,598  : Total — 18,717,  nearly  400 
more  than  the  1963  “ high 

Although  these  figures  contain  a high  number  in  seasonal 
work,  the  numbers  registered  as  unemployed  in  the  Dover  area 
varied  by  only  about  270  between  summer  (lowest,  July,  252)  and 
winter  (highest,  March,  525).  This  is  explained  by  four  main  points  : 
the  out-of-season  demand  for  labour  for  other  employment,  our 
efforts  to  place  local  men  in  other  areas  during  the  winter  months, 
the  numbers  seasonally  employed  here  who  come  from  other  areas, 
and  the  many  women  who  take  summer  seasonal  work  but  do  not 
seek  winter  employment. 

There  was  a notable  measure  of  de-casualisation  in  dock  work, 
where  one  firm  gave  contracts  of  regular  employment  to  over 
60  men. 

In  1964  I advised  against  further  industry  which  would  involve 
large  numbers  of  women  ; there  is  now  a definite  shortage  of 
female  labour,  and  the  position  will  harden.  By  the  end  of  1965  the 
same  indications  obtained  in  respect  of  employment  for  men.  We 
were  finding  difficulty  in  meeting  demands  for  skilled  workers  made 
by  fresh  industry  here,  and  we  have  no  skilled  workers  to  form  the 
nucleus  of  a labour  force  for  any  fresh  industry. 

A continuing  problem,  a national  one,  is  to  find  employment 
for  older  workers,  those  displaced  in  middle  life  and  those  pre- 
maturely retired  : of  the  252  remaining  unemployed  in  July,  49

were  between  fifty  and  sixty  years  of  age  and  another  56  over 
sixty.  Only  a limited  number  of  firms  can  offer  sedentary  or  less 
demanding  work  for  such  people.  My  Local  Employment  Com- 
mittee are  conscious  of  this  problem. 

Its  solution,  and  future  development  at  this  stage,  continues  to 
lie  in  attracting  smaller  units  of  a varied  nature  to  employ  pre- 
dominantly male  workers.

SERVICES 


NOTE  : The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  supplied  the  figures 
quoted  in  this  Report  in  relation  to  the  services  administered  by  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities  : 

The  laboratory  facilities  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  ex- 
amination of  foods,  the  biochemical  testing  of  heat-treated  milks 
and  the  examination  of  pathological  specimens  were  amply  provided 
for  by  the  Public  Analyst’s  laboratory  at  Canterbury,  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  Maidstone,  and  at  the  Hospital 
Laboratory,  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover. 

2.  Ambulance  Service  : (Kent  County  Council)

5.  Public  Baths  : 

Slipper  baths,  with  facilities  comprising  three  baths  and  two 
showers,  are  available  in  Maison  Dieu  Gardens  for  public  use. 

6.  Hospital  Facilities  : 

These  are  provided  at  (a)  The  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  for 
geriatric  assessment  (b)  the  Buckland  Hospital  for  general  medical. 
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surgical,  and  maternity  cases,  and  (c)  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hos- 
pital for  infectious  cases  except  smallpox  for  which  accommodation 
is  provided  at  the  River  Hospital  (Long  Reach),  Hartford,  Kent. 
All  are  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

7.  Nursing  Home  Registration — Public  Health  Act,  1936  : 

There  are  no  nursing  homes  registered  in  the  town. 

8.  Clinics  and  Welfare  Centres  : 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  and  Education 
Authority,  have  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  the  maternity 
and  child  welfare  clinics  and  immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions, 
which  are  held  regularly  at  the  Brook  House,  Crabble  Court  and 
Buckland  Estate  clinics,  also  the  school  clinics  for  minor  ailments, 
dental,  ophthalmic,  child  guidance  and  speech  therapy  clinics. 

Out-patient  clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  at  the  Royal  Victoria  and  Buckland 
Hospitals. 

9.  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948-51  : 

At  the  commencement  of  1965  three  females  were  under  “ care 
and  attention  ” orders  renewable  every  three  months  under  the 
provisions  of  the  1948  Act. 

In  the  case  of  one,  an  old  lady  of  83  years,  it  became  apparent 
during  the  year  that  her  condition  was  such  that  her  eventual  dis- 
charge from  Hospital  was  most  unlikely  and  the  Court  Order 
procedure  was  suspended  ; in  fact  the  patient  died  some  four 
months  later. 

In  the  other  two  cases  renewal  Orders  were  obtained  at  the 
statutory  three  monthly  intervals  for  their  detention  in  hospital. 

Statutory  action  was  necessary  to  obtain  the  removal  to  hos- 
pital of  a 77  year  old  man  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease, 
viz.  inoperable  cancer  of  the  stomach  : he  was  unable  to  devote 
to  himself  and  was  not  receiving  from  other  people  proper 
care  and  attention.  He  was  removed  under  the  emergency  pro- 
cedure of  the  1951  Amendment  Act  and  died  before  the  expiration 
of  the  three-week  detention  Order.

1 1 . Home  Safety  : 

Analysis  of  the  records  of  home  accidents  treated  in  hospital 
since  1961  show  that  slightly  more  accidents  occurred  during  the 
winter  than  during  the  summer  months. 

There  was  a decline  in  the  numbers  during  the  winter  months 
of  1962/63  but  this  was  not  maintained  despite  the  publicity 
measures  adopted  and  during  the  months  October  to  March, 
1964/65  which  is  the  last  period  for  which  records  are  available,  a 
total  of  187  home  accidents  were  recorded  compared  with  185 
during  the  corresponding  months  of  1961  / 62.

Water  Supply  : 

A dwelling  house  on  the  Folkestone  Road  remains  the  only 
one  in  the  Borough  not  connected  to  the  mains  water  supply. 

The  piped  supplies  of  both  the  Corporation  and  Mid-Kent 
Water  Undertakings  as  delivered  to  the  dwelling  houses  are 
regularly  sampled  by  the  Department  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion while  both  water  undertakings  have  regular  sampling  routines  ; 
thus  the  Borough’s  water  supply  is  amply  vetted  to  ensure  purity 
and  wholesomeness.

Both  waters  pure  and  wholesome  and  suitable  for  the  public  supply 

I am  informed  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Co.  that  403  yards  4" 
and  560  yards  3"  main  were  laid  in  the  Markland  Road,  Reading 
Road  and  Beresford  Road  areas  in  connection  with  housing 
develoment  schemes  while  a 6"  distribution  main  was  extended  by 
Dover  Corporation  for  a length  of  310  yards  in  Snargate  Street  as 
part  of  the  scheme  of  duplication  for  improving  the  water  supply 
to  Aycliffe. 

In  August,  1965,  the  Ministry  of  Health  wrote  to  all  local 
Health  Authorities,  viz.  the  County  Councils  and  London  County 
Borough  Councils  re-iterating  the  Ministry’s  support  for  proposals 
by  the  Authorities  for  the  fluoridation  of  the  water  supplies  and 
strongly  advocating  action  to  this  end  ; District  Councils  were  sent  a 
copy  of  the  letter  together  with  copies  of  the  Ministry’s  revised 
booklet  on  the  subject.  Press  reports  in  October  indicated  that  the 
Kent  County  Council  Health  Committee  were  recommending  the 
County  Council  to  drop  the  plans  for  fluoridation  and  on  6th 
December  it  was  confirmed  that  the  County  Council,  having  reviewed 
the  matter  in  all  its  aspects,  had  decided  to  take  no  further  action  to 
secure  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supplies  in  Kent. 

Public  Cle4nsing  and  Refuse  Disposal  : 

These  services  are  under  the  administration  of  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  the  disposal  of  refuse  continued  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Old  Charlton  Road  site  now  considerably  enlarged  by  the 
excavation  and  removal  of  considerable  quantities  of  chalk  by  the

Dover  Harbour  Board  for  use  in  connection  with  the  Eastern 
Docks  development. 

Complaints  regarding  the  tip  were  few  and  related  to  “ stench  ”, 
“ smoke  from  fires  ” and  ” rats  ” but  the  general  opinion  was  that 
these  were  greatly  exaggerated  or  without  foundation.  No  doubt 
the  very  existence  of  the  refuse  disposal  area,  although  disposal  is 
by  efficiently  operated  controlled  tipping,  is  sufficient  to  produce 
the  complaints  listed,  however  unjustified  they  may  be.  However, 
to  obviate  those  resulting  from  the  burning  of  small  quantities  of 
material  at  the  tip  and  to  meet  a request  from  the  Hospital 
Authorities  regarding  the  disposal  of  certain  materials,  a small, 
smokeless  and  odourless  type  of  incinerator  is  to  be  installed 
in  1966. 

One  full-scale  investigation  for  the  presence  of  rats  was  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  showed  evidence  of  very  minor  infestation 
successfully  treated  by  the  Warfarin  method. 

The  Borough  Engineer  also  informs  me  that  the  Local 
Authority  in  December,  1965,  adopted  his  proposal  to  operate  for 
an  experimental  period  of  three  months  a paper  sack  system  of 
refuse  collection  in  certain  parts  of  the  Aycliffe  Estate  where  due 
to  banks  between  carriageways  and  footways,  the  refuse  collectors 
are  required  to  make  considerable  journeys  carrying  fully  charged 
bins.  Fuller  details  on  the  result  of  the  experiment  will  be  in- 
corporated in  my  1966  Report. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

A survey  of  the  area  has  shown  that  79  properties  within  the 
Borough  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers  : 70  are  drained 
to  cesspools,  2 have  septic  tanks  and  7 have  pail  closets. 

The  work  of  extension,  renewal  and  repair  of  sewers  continued 
without  interruption  and  I am  informed  by  the  Borough  Engineer 
of  the  completion  of  the  following  important  projects  during 
the  year  : — 

(a)  Surface  Water  Drainage  : 

Minnis  Lane  : The  existing  9 " diameter  surface  water  sewer 
has  been  extended  in  Minnis  Lane  up  to  the  link  with  Coxhill 
Gardens  concurrently  with  the  highway  improvement  works. 

Godwyne  Road  : A new  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid 
varying  from  9"  to  15"  diameter  to  serve  Godwyne  Road  and  the 
redevelopment  of  the  Maison  Dieu  Estate. 

Eaves  Road  : The  9"  diameter  sewer  has  been  extended  from 
Markland  Road  for  a distance  of  50  yards. 

Maxton  Road  : The  9"  diameter  sewer  has  been  extended  to 
Mount  Road. 

(b)  Foul  Sewer  : 

Minnis  Lane  : The  9"  diameter  soil  sewer  has  been  extended 
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to  provide  for  the  drainage  of  the  development  at  the  junction  of 
Minnis  Lane  and  Coxhill  Gardens. 

Maxton  Road  : The  9"  diameter  sewer  has  been  extended  to 
Mount  Road. 

Green  Lane  Estate  : A new  system  of  6"  and  9"  diameter 
sewers  has  been  laid  and  connected  with  the  existing  9"  diameter 
foul  sewer  from  Whitfield.  These  sewers  will  serve  the  Green  Lane 
Estate  development  opposite  Archers  Court  School. 

Snargate  Street  : The  section  of  9"  diameter  sewer  from  its 
junction  with  the  trunk  sewer  opposite  the  Wellington  Dock  entrance 
to  the  chamber  in  Snargate  Street  opposite  the  Masonic  Hall  has 
been  recontructed  and  additional  manhole  provided. 

Cambridge  Road  : An  additional  manhole  has  been  provided 
in  Cambridge  Road.

(a)  The  Department  operates  two  deposit  gauges,  one  at  the 
Meteorological  Station  and  one  at  St.  Radigunds  both  specifically 
sited  in  relation  to  possible  sources  of  pollution.  The  siting  of  the 
instruments  has  been  agreed  with  Officers  of  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  to  whom  copies  of  the  monthly 
analysis  results  are  sent  for  incorporation  in  the  publication  of  the 
national  statistics  :

{b)  General  Observations  : 

Tarmacadam  Works  : Following  further  complaints  of  smell 
and  dust  emanating  from  these  Works,  the  matter  was  again  taken 
up  with  the  firm,  who  carried  out  further  improvements  to  their 
plant.  These  included  raising  the  height  of  the  chimney  stack, 
installing  additional  wet  dust  extraction  equipment,  and  the  pro- 
vision of  a wind  shield  at  feed  and  discharge  ends  of  the  stone  dryer. 

It  is  understood  that  dust  suppression  equipment  has  been 
installed  at  the  firm’s  Northern  loading  ports  so  that  cargoes  arrive 
at  the  Dover  Works  suitably  damped  for  handling  by  crane. 

Engineering  Works  : No  serious  nuisance  arising  from  these 
Works  was  reported  during  the  year,  the  modern  dust  suppression 
equipment  continuing  to  work  satisfactorily. 
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Gas  Works  : Further  complaints  of  dust  nuisance  were  received 
during  the  year,  due  to  winds  carrying  dust  from  coal  and  coke 
stocks  adjoining  the  Works  and  from  the  transport  of  coke  and 
coke  breeze  by  open  lorry. 

Recent  measures  taken  by  the  South  Eastern  Gas  Board  to 
minimise  dust  have  included  the  installation  of  dust  extraction 
plant  in  the  coke  house,  the  excavation  of  the  stocking  ground  to 
reduce  the  exposed  area  of  coal,  the  re-arrangement  of  stocks,  the 
concreting  of  the  road  round  the  stocking  ground,  and  the  damping 
of  exposed  surfaces  of  coal  and  coke.  At  a meeting  held  with 
Officials  of  the  Board  the  Alkali  Inspector  stated  he  was  of 
opinion  that  all  reasonable  precautions  were  being  taken  in  regard 
to  dust  control. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Board  members  of  the  Council  in- 
spected the  Works  and  stock  yard,  and  the  matter  was  further 
considered  by  the  Health  Committee  in  the  light  of  this  inspection. 
The  Board  were  then  asked  to  impose  a speed  limit  for  all  vehicles 
using  the  stock  yard,  to  sheet  all  loads  of  coke  or  breeze,  to  review 
the  arrangements  for  damping  down  stocks,  and  to  reduce  the 
height  of  stocks  generally,  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  Bunkers 
Hill  Road. 

The  Board  agreed  to  a speed  limit  of  5 m.p.h.  and  to  improve 
road  conditions  in  the  stock  yard.  Practical  considerations  relating 
to  the  height  and  type  of  vehicles  made  it  impossible  to  arrange 
for  loaded  lorries  to  be  sheeted.  Steps  would  be  taken  as  opportunity 
offered  to  reduce  the  height  of  stocks,  but  there  was  little  hope  of 
any  substantial  alteration,  the  level  of  stocks  being  dictated  by 
operational  requirements.

D.  Exemption 

Applications  were  received  for  exemption  in  respect  of  three 
kiosks  on  the  Sea  Front  from  the  requirements  of  the  Act  relating 
to  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences.  In  each  case  the  appli- 
cation was  approved  and  exemption  granted  for  the  maximum 
period  of  two  years. 

E.  Lighting  : 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  special  attention  was 
paid  to  the  standards  of  lighting  in  shops  and  offices  and  it  was 
found  that  both  natural  and  artificial  lighting  were  generally  satis- 
factory. No  examples  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  were  noted  and  no 
specific  standard  was  therefore  recommended  to  occupiers  ; no 
instances  of  excessive  glare  were  observed. 

F.  Sanitary  Accommodation  : 

The  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  at  premises  subject  to 
the  Act  is  governed  by  the  “ Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations 
1964  ” operative  with  effect  from  1st  January,  1966,  and  it  is  oppor- 
tune here  to  draw  attention  to  an  apparent  shortcoming  in  the 
Regulations.  While  Regulation  7(2)  requires  that  every  water 
closet  shall  be  enclosed  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  ensure  privacy  and 
Regulation  8 provides  that  where  separate  sanitary  accommodation 
is  provided  for  persons  of  each  sex  it  must  be  marked  accordingly, 
there  is  no  provision,  in  cases  where  persons  of  both  sexes  are 
employed  and  the  conveniences  for  one  sex  adjoin  those  for  the 
other  sex,  to  require  that  the  approaches  shall  be  separate,  as  is 
required  by  the  Regulations  governing  sanitary  accommodation 
in  factories. 

G.  General  Observations  : 

Inspections  under  the  Act  have  now  been  proceeding  since  1st 
Auggust,  1964,  and  generally  speaking  have  shown  that  the  premises 
in  the  Borough  subject  to  the  Act  and  to  inspections  by  this  Depart- 
ment measure  up  well  to  the  requirements.  As  was  to  be  expected 
the  most  numerous  deficiencies  have  been  those  easiest  to  remedy, 
viz.  lack  of  thermometers  and  first  aid  boxes,  but  washing  facilities 
too  were  lacking  or  inadequate  in  quite  a few  instances. 

Offensive  Trades  : 

There  are  two  premises  within  the  Borough  used  for  the  trade 
of  rag  and  bone  dealers  : no  nuisances  were  reported  during  the 
year. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1957  : 

During  the  year,  of  the  three  premises  licensed  as  pet  shops 
two  were  closed  : the  licence  in  respect  of  the  one  remaining 
premises  was  renewed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Disinfestation  : (Vermin  and  other  pests  excluding  rodents)  : 

Complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  143  premises  during 
the  year  necessitating  a total  of  278  visits  for  treatment.  There  was 
a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  wasp  nests  treated  and 
cockroach  infestations  were  as  numerous  as  in  the  previous  year. 
Requests  for  fly  infestation  treatments  were  again  few.

Moveable  Dwellings  : Site  Licensing,  Etc.  : 

Further  consideration  in  conjunction  with  the  adjoining 
authorities  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  establishment  of  a 
caravan  transit  camp  in  the  area  but  in  the  absence  of  a suitable 
site  no  proposals  were  possible.

These  figures  are  compiled  from  the  returns  made  monthly  by 
the  Rodent  Operator,  and  to  assess  fully  the  measures  of  control 
exercised  in  the  Borough  it  must  be  appreciated  that  the  Inspec- 
torial staff,  in  connection  with  their  duties  principally  under  the 
Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
the  Factories  Act  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
are  daily  making  inspections  primarily  for  some  other  purpose  but 
in  which  rodent  control  is  also  a most  important  factor. 

Sewer  rodent  control  followed  the  usual  pattern,  two  main- 
tenance treatments  being  carried  out.  Nothing  untoward  was 
reported  and  the  evidence  was  that  the  very  low  level  of  sewer 
infestation  was  being  maintained. 

To  date  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  warfarin  resistance  in 
rats  or  mice. 

Legal  Proceedings  : 

After  Proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  owner  of  four 
adjoining  cottage  properties  for  non-compliance  with  Abatement 
notices  served  under  Sections  92  and  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  satisfactory  progress  was  made  with  the  works  required  and 
the  summonses  were  ultimately  withdrawn.

( b ) Specially  Designated  Milk  : 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963  were  amend- 
ed with  effect  from  1st  October,  1965,  by  Amendment  Regulations 
which  introduced  a new  designation  “ Ultra  Heat  Treated  This 
new  designation  is  prescribed  for  milk  which  has  been  processed  by 
the  ultra  high  temperature  method,  i.e.  heated  to  not  less  than 
270°  F.  for  not  less  than  one  second,  and  a colony  count  test  for 
milk  was  also  prescribed,  but  in  a Circular  covering  the  Amendment 
Regulations  (Circ.  FSH  51/65)  it  was  pointed  out  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  that  unless  aseptic  precautions 
were  taken  the  milk  would  lose  its  long  keeping  attribute,  and 
post-treatment  contamination  would  result.  It  was  anticipated  by 
the  Ministry  that  the  amount  of  such  milk  coming  on  the  home 
market  in  the  near  future  was  not  expected  to  be  very  great.  None 
was  marketed  in  the  Borough  in  1965. 

(i)  Licensing  : 

The  quinquennial  licensing  period  introduced  by  the  1960 
Regulations  ended  on  31st  December,  1965,  when  all  the  then 
current  licences  became  renewable.  At  that  date  the  following 
licences  were  in  operation. 

Dealers  {Pasteurisers)  : One  only,  relating  to  the  H.T.S.T.  plant 
of  the  Dover  and  District  Co-operative  Society  Ltd.,  at  the  Crafford 
Street  Dairy.

(c)  Chemical  Examinations  :

In  addition  to  these,  5 samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  for 
the  presence  of  anti-biotics  and  all  were  reported  free. 

Three  samples,  all  Channel  Islands,  were  reported  to  be  un- 
satisfactory and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  them. 
Two  of  the  milks  had  added  water  (12%  and  5%  respectively)  as 
indicated  by  the  freezing  point  tests  while  the  third  was  deficient  in 
fat  to  the  extent  of  at  least  2%  : the  samples  were  taken  in  course 
of  delivery  from  the  producer  against  whom  the  charges  were 
taken.  The  producer  pleaded  guilty  on  three  summonses  and  was 
fined  a total  of  £30,  plus  £8.  8s.  Od.  costs.

* This  sample  was  reported  as  having  a low  meat  content  : 
although  there  is  no  statutory  minimum,  the  figure  generally  accep- 
ted as  such  is  50%.  On  representation  to  the  manufacturer,  he 
undertook  to  ensure  more  thorough  mixing  of  the  sausage  in- 
gredients and  to  increase  the  meat  content. 

The  Public  Analyst  had  adverse  comment  to  make  on  only 
three  other  samples  during  the  year,  viz.  : 

Canned  Herrings  : Two  samples  were  informally  submitted 
from  stocks  concerning  which  complaints  regarding  taste  had  been 
received.  Both  samples  were  sound  bacteriologically  and  both  were 
free  from  significant  amounts  of  toxic  metals  ; the  cans  however 
were  stained  on  the  inside,  and  the  fish  was  soft  and  flabby  with 
poor  and  insipid  taste.  This  was  obviously  very  old  stock  and  was 
withdrawn  from  sale. 

Dried  Milk  : This  sample  was  submitted  from  School  Kitchen 
stocks  : the  sample  was  reported  of  poor  quality  due  more  likely 
to  age  or  poor  storage  rather  than  a fault  in  manufacture.  44  lb.  of 
the  milk  powder  were  withdrawn  from  stock  and  disposed  of  and 
the  Divisional  Education  Officer  advised  of  the  circumstances. 

Peppermint  Cordial  : This  was  a formal  sample  of  a soft 
drink  for  consumption  after  dilution.  The  sugar  content  at  20.4% 
weight  per  volume  was  deficient,  the  Soft  Drinks  Order,  1964,  re- 
quiring a minimum  content  of  22.5%.  The  deficiency  was  probably 
attributable  to  an  error  in  the  manufacturer’s  formula  and  after 
representations  an  undertaking  to  increase  the  sugar  weight  per 
volume  to  30%  was  received. 
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3.  Ice  Cream  : 


The  fat  content  of  the  seven  samples  of  ice-cream  submitted 
for  chemical  analysis  ranged  from  6.3%  to  9.9%,  with  an  average 
of  8.43%  ; all  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  relevant  Regulations. 

Sixteen  samples  were  submitted  for  the  methylene  blue  test, 
seven  being  reported  Grade  I and  four  Grade  II.  The  remaining 
five  samples  were  reported  Grade  IV  ; of  these  four  were  pro- 
duced in  the  area  of  another  Authority  and  were  referred  to  the 
Health  Authority  concerned  for  investigation. 

4.  Food  Condemnation,  Complaints,  Etc.  : 

All  food  accepted  on  voluntary  surrender  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  is  disposed  of  by  burial  at  the  Refuse  Tip  or  by  in- 
cineration in  local  furnaces,  as  appropriate ; the  amount  so 
disposed  of  during  1965  showed  a considerable  decrease  on  the 
figure  for  1964.

Re- 
maining stocks  examined  and  found  to 
be  sound  : probable  that  tin  complained 
of  accidentally  damaged  while  packing 
case  being  opened.  Vendor  warned  to 
carry  out  inspection  of  all  canned  goods 
before  exposure  for  sale. 

Maggots  identified  as  larvae  of  type 
of  house  fly — Muscina  (Diptesa  Mus- 
cida)  which  has  widespread  and  com- 
mon distribution  and  inhabits  and  feeds 
on  decaying  organic  matter.  Tomatoes 
canned  in  Italy  and  representations 
made  to  importers  : inspection  of  can- 
neries during  packing  season  to  be 
intensified.

Pears  in  Syrup — contain-  Again,  this  was  an  Italian  canned  pro-

Meat  Pies — Mould.  Evidence  of  mould  on  meat  pie.  Al- 

though wrapper  bore  code  mark  indi- 
cating day  of  production,  no  indication 
or  record  of  delivery  to  retailer  : also 
storage  methods  by  purchaser  prior  to 
consumption  not  conducive  to  inhibit- 
ing mould  growth.  Statutory  action  in 
such  an  instance  not  justified. 

Pork  Pie — Mould.  See  Statutory  proceedings  (Paragraph 

6). 


Other  minor  complaints  were  also  received  : one  commonly 
encountered  is  that  of  stains,  foreign  bodies,  etc.  in  bread  which 
are  eventually  identified  as  particles  of  burned  flour,  grease  from 
machines,  etc.  and,  no  matter  it  seems  what  precautionary  measures 
are  taken,  result  inevitably  from  the  modern  bread  manufacturing 
processes.  Needless  to  say  all  such  complaints  are  strictly  investi- 
gated .

(c)  Food  Hygiene  {General)  Regulations,  1960  : 

146  premises,  2 fair-ground  foodstalls  and  3 mobile  ice-cream 
vans  were  subjected  to  detailed  inspection  during  the  year,  a total 
of  488  visits  being  made  in  respect  of  these  inspections ; in 
addition,  399  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  food  sampling, 
condemnation,  etc. 

Although  these  Regulations  do  not  provide  for  the  service  of 
notices  for  the  remedying  of  deficiencies  at  food  premises,  informal 
written  notification  is  usually  addressed  to  occupiers  regarding 
matters  requiring  attention  and  this  procedure  usually  attains  the 
objective  sought. 

In  one  instance,  however,  in  spite  of  repeated  warnings,  the 
occupier  of  a cafe  failed  to  remedy  deficiencies  and  the  Authority 
was  compelled  to  institute  statutory  procedure ; charges  were  also 
taken  for  offences  under  Section  105(1)  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  in  respect  of  obstruction.  A summary  of  the  action  taken 
will  be  found  in  Paragraph  6— Statutory  Proceedings. 

6.  Statutory  Proceedings  : 

In  addition  to  the  proceedings  instituted  in  respect  of  the 
adulterated  milk  samples  previously  reported,  the  following  action 
was  taken. 

(a)  For  selling  a meat  pie  affected  by  mould,  three  defendant 
members  of  the  Company  responsible  for  the  sale  were  each  fined 
£5  and  ordered  to  pay  overall  costs  of  £3.  3.  0. 

( b ) Referring  to  Paragraph  5(c)  above,  prosecutions  were 
taken  against  the  occupiers  of  a cafe  (husband  and  wife)  in  respect 
of  the  following  contraventions,  with  the  results  indicated  : 
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Food  Hygiene  ( General ) Regulations , 1960  : 

Regn.  6 — Food  preparing  table  not  constructed  of  such 
material  as  to  enable  it  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed. — Both  Defendants 
fined  £3  each. 

Regn.  9(b)— Husband  only  in  respect  of  wearing  unclean  cloth- 
ing whilst  handling  food.— Not  Guilty. 

Regn.  9(e) — Husband  only,  smoking  whilst  handling  food. — 
Fined  £3. 

Regn.  14(1) — Sanitary  convenience  not  kept  clean. — Both 
fined  £3  each. 

Regn.  14(5) — No  “wash  your  hands”  notice. — Both  fined 
£1  each. 

Regn.  16(3) — No  clean  towels  or  other  hand  drying  facilities. — 
Withdrawn. 

Regn.  19(b) — No  provision  for  adequate  supply  of  hot  water 
for  sink.— Dismissed. 

Regn.  23(1) — Kitchen  and  cafe  floors  dirty. — Both  fined  £3  each. 

Regn.  24 — Accumulation  of  refuse  on  kitchen  floor.. — Both 
defendants  fined  £3. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  : 

On  first  charge  in  respect  of  obstruction,  both  defendants  were 
found  not  guilty. 

On  second  charge,  both  were  fined  £5  each. 

7.  Food  Poisoning  : 

Notified  food  poisoning  remained  at  a low  level  during  1965, 
four  cases  being  accepted  as  confirmed  : 

Cases  1-2.  Two  child  members  of  family  suffered  severe 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting  of  short  duration  : source  of  infection  not 
ascertained  but  children  ill  within  two  hours  of  consuming  mid- 
day meal,  which  included  suspected  cooked  meats.  Two  family 
contacts  not  affected.  Faeces  specimens  from  two  notified  cases 
negative  for  pathogenic  organisms,  as  were  two  control  samples 
of  the  cooked  meat.  Diagnosis — Presumptive  bacterial  (toxin)  type 
food  poisoning. 

Case  3.  Female  (22)  suffered  diarrhoea  and  vomiting.  Sal- 
monella heidelberg  isolated,  considered  food  borne  though  vehicle 
of  infection  not  ascertained. 

Case  4.  Male  (22)  admitted  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
suffering  from  acute  gastro-enteritis  : had  eaten  two  steak  and 
kidney  pies  a few  hours  previously.  Faeces  specimen  was  negative 
for  pathogenic  organisms  but  Staphylococcus  Aureus  (Coag.  posi- 
tive) isolated  on  vomitus  culture.  Diagnosis- — presumptive  toxin 
type  (staphylococcal)  food  poisoning.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  the  revised  form  adopted  for  each  quin- 
quennial period  as  instructed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  state  of  health  and  hygiene  of  vessels  entering  the  port  and  the 
supervision  of  all  imported  foodstuffs  continued  to  receive  close  attention 
throughout  the  year. 

The  amount  of  shipping  using  the  port  showed  the  usual  trend  of  a 
progressive  increase  each  year  with  a corresponding  increase  in  the  volume 
of  passengers  and  cargo  traffic. 

Nearly  two  million  passengers  disembarked  during  the  year  ; over 
500,000  being  aliens  and  some  75,000,  Commonwealth  citizens. 

While  the  number  of  alien  and  Commonwealth  arrivals  increased 
the  numbers  referred  for  medical  examination  in  both  groups  were  fewer. 
This  is  explained  by  the  present  system  of  control  and  means  fewer  alien 
wage-earners  entering  and  a greater  proportion  of  Commonwealth  arrivals 
either  dependants  or  others  who  are  exempt. 

Among  the  infectious  diseases  landed  during  the  year  was  one  case 
of  Q Fever  originally  suspected  as  a case  of  enteric  fever.  This  occurred  in 
a crew  member  of  a ship  from  Turkey. 

Food  cargoes  landed  amounted  to  well  over  100,000  tons  of  which  some 
37  tons  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

I have  to  thank  H.M.  Customs  and  Immigration  Authorities  and  all 
other  Departments  associated  with  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

sample  taken  regularly  by  British  Tranpsort  Commission  on  cross- 
channel service  and  results  communicated  to  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

3.  Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and 
hosepipes. 

Modern  type  hydrants  on  dock  side.  Inspection  from  time  to 
time  by  Health  Department  to  ensure  cleanliness  and  serviceable 
condition  of  equipment.  Also  check  samples  of  water  from  point 
of  delivery  to  shipping.  Twelve  samples  were  submitted  from 
hydrants,  etc.  during  the  year  and  all  were  reported  highly  satis- 
factory.

Other  vessels  entering  the  port  are  subjected  to  routine  inspec- 
tion by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors.

Deratting  and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  under  Regulation 
19  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952. 

2.  Arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examin- 

ation of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent  plague  in- 
cluding the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination  during 
the  year  : 

Although  no  action  was  necessary  during  1965,  any  rats  found 
on  ships  would  be  sent  for  necessary  examination  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Maidstone. 

3.  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships,  the  methods 

used,  and,  if  done  by  a commercial  contractor,  the  name  of 
the  contractor  : 

Deratting  of  ships  would  be  carried  out  by  specialist  firm  using 
Hydrogen  Cyanide  gas  under  direction  of  Port  Health  inspectors  ; 
in  view  of  infrequency  of  need  for  this  operation,  no  specialist  firm 
under  contract. 
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Minor  infestations  are  dealt  with  by  the  Local  Authority’s 
Rodent  Operator  using  Warfarin  mainly. 

4.  Progress  in  the  rat -proofing  of  ships  : 

No  active  measures  requested  during  1965.  With  regard  to 
the  cross-channel  vessels,  rat  proofing  of  store-rooms  effectively 
maintained.  Any  deficiencies  found  in  these  of  other  vessels  would 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  masters  and  owners.

During  the  year  the  presence  of  rats  on  board  ship  was  not 
reported  by  any  arriving  vessel  nor  discovered  during  the  routine 
inspection  carried  out. 

In  only  two  instances  were  rats  reported  in  dock  premises  and 
immediate  disinfestation  measures  were  taken  ; both  were  minor 
brown  rat  infestations. 
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Four  vessels  were  treated  during  the  year  for  cockroach  in- 
festation. On  another  an  obstruction  in  the  drainage  system  caused 
flooding  in  the  Steward’s  quarters  ; after  the  clearance  of  the 
obstruction  the  quarters  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  under  the 
Department’s  supervision.

The  work  of  aliens’  medical  inspection  is  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
one  regular  part-time  Relief  Medical  Inspector,  and  by  General 
Medical  Practitioners  holding  Warrants  of  Appointment. 
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Nurse  attendant  duties  are  performed  by  the  Aliens’  Nurse 
with  the  assistance  of  Relief  Nurses  as  required. 

The  scheme  covering  the  Car  and  Train  Ferry  Services  where- 
by a medical  inspector  is  on-call  instead  of  making  a routine 
attendance,  has  been  maintained,  and  in  latter  years  has  necessitated 
an  aliens  inspection  rota  covering  each  24  hours  during  the  Summer 
Season. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
routine  attendance  of  a trained  nurse  at  all  on-call  Services  has 
been  continued  as  far  as  this  has  been  possible.
